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In Order No. 4424,1  the Postal Regulatory Commission (Commission) approved 

Modification One to the agreement that is the subject of this docket, which revised 

Article 11 so that it states that the agreement will expire on 11:59 PM on the day prior 

the effective date of the successor contract filed in Docket No. CP2018-171 (successor 

contract), or March 31, 2018, whichever occurs earlier.2  

 The United States Postal Service (Postal Service) has filed a Notice of Effective 

Date in Docket No. CP2018-171 for the successor contract, which establishes March 8, 

2018, as the effective date for that contract.3   

Therefore, the Postal Service now asks the Commission to remove the customer 

agreement that is the subject of this docket from the competitive products list of the Mail
